The Nationalist high command, 
refusing to list ifs own losses, said 
approximately 7,000 Loyalists 
were killed and 15,000 wounded. 

Insurgent and government war 
offices issued conflicting “victory” 
bulletins, but it was evident the 
armies of Miaja were making 
progress in their drive through the 
Sierra Guadarramus toward the 
Rebel base of Navalcarnera, 32 
miles southwest of Madrid.

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CITY TRAFFIC IMPROVES 
Full credit should be given the Atlanta police 
department for the marked improvement in 
traffic conditions noticeable on the streets of 
Atlanta. The gradual working out and adop- 
tion of rational nonparking zones, one-way 
streets and other methods of control have al- 


ready brought a definite change for the better. . 


Part of the greater respect for traffic ordi- 
nances shown by drivers and pedestrians 
alike is undoubtedly due to the policy, rigidly 
enforced, of no “ticket fixing” for anyone, in 
any circumstances. The old evil of getting a 
“friend with influence” to arrange that a ticket 
charging illegal parking, reckless driving, speed- 
ing or other violation be “torn up” has appar- 
ently been effectively stamped out. 

The increase in arrests for the first six 
months of 1937 is attributed to the strict and 
impartial enforcement of the traffic laws. 

Much good work has been done and excel- 
lent results have been accomplished. There 
must, however, be no let-up. Traffic safety 
can be won only by constant vigilance and by 
patient education, through friendly suggestion, 
through warning, and, if necessary, by arrest 
of those motorists who violate the law. 

There is, for instance, one practice almost 
universal among Atlanta motorists which Cap- 
tain Jack Malcom and his traffic squad can 
halt. That is the habit of using only one traf- 
fic lane on a two-lane street. Probably At- 
lanta motorists have grown SO accustomed to 
parked cars pre-empting six feet of roadway 
along the curbs that they unconsciously feel 
they must drive as near the center of the thor- 
oughfare as possible. 

The result is that a single lane of traffic 
moves slowly along, on the street car tracks if 
they’re there, with another lane nearer the curb 
unused. And, in such conditions, the man be- 
hind the slow-moving line hesitates to turn 
into the open pathway, because it is, of course, 
illegal to pass another car on the curb side. 

The police should direct traffic into the 
double lanes. Once the habit is formed it will 
effect a highly desirable speeding up of the 
traffic flow during the morning and evening 
rush hours. 

From the fine record of the past few months 
it can be taken for granted that this and the 
minor improvements will come. Certainly every 
law-abiding autoist and pedestrian should com- 
mend the police for what has been accom- 


plished. 


WANTED—SATISFACTORY LIFE FOR YOUTH 

There is nothing new in the findings of a 
WPA survey of criminal court procedure in 
Georgia that most inmates of the state penal 
institutions are youths below 25 years of age. 
The tragedy of youth in crime has been re- 
vealed and expatiated upon by penalogists and 
social students for years. 

The WPA report, however, touches on the 
erux of the problem when it Says: “There 
‘seems little doubt that any successful attempt 
to solve the crime problem in Georgia must first 
produce conditions in which the youth of the 
state find a satisfactory existence.” 

Certainly when youth finds the waiting 
world shaped entirely to youth’s desire, the ef- 
fort to change conditions of life will cease. If 
everything is right, there will be no temptation 
to step beyond the law. For youth, satisfied, 


will be youth that will never revolt. After all, 


most crime is but revolt against social rules 
which youth is not experienced enough to rec- 
ognize as wise. 

Conditions of life in Georgia must be im- 
proved for the generations that are to come. 
Just as conditions in life the world over must 
be improved. Just as each generation has al- 
ways sought to leave a better world for its 
children and its children’s children. 


Youth, however, must learn it cannot ex- 
pect always to find life exactly as it would 
wish. Youth must learn if fate has not pro- 


vided a cushion on which to loaf at ease, the. 


way to get that cushion is to work and sacri- 
fice for it, not to steal it. 


) If every condition in Georgia was “satisfac- 

tory” to youth, the state would be approaching 
that stagnation that foretells death and youth 
itself would face a most unhappy existence, soft 
without the exercise needed to overcome handi- 
cap, and boresome without distant goals to be 
achieved.

THE SOUTH—EMPIRE OF ‘INDUSTRY 

The predictions of Henry W. Grady and 
other southern leaders of a bygone day who 
envisioned a great industrial empire in the 
south are coming true today in an impressive 
manner. 

According to the 1937 edition of the Blue 
Book of Southern Progress, published by the 
Manufacturers Record, more than $450,000,000 
has been invested in constructing and improv- 
ing southern industries in the 18-month pe- 
riod closing with July 1 this year. This sur- 
passes the record for any similar period in 
southern history. 

New industries are springing up all over the 
south, utilizing by-products and materials of 
the south that were considered useless even a 
few years ago. Cotton, so long undisputed 
king, while still the greatest factor in southern 
prosperity, sees advancing rivals for his throne 
in petroleum, paper, chemicals and other prod- 
ucts of the farms, forests and mines of the 
south. 

Many southern plants today are either the 
largest of their kind in the country or the 
world. Cotton is processed into hundreds of ma- 
terials for varied uses. Its by-product, cotton- 
seed, once a waste, is one of the most valuable 
items of southern wealth today. Sugar cane, 
sweet potatoes, rice, peanuts, pine and other 


wealth that springs from southern soil motivate - 


great manufacturing plants that turn out 
scores of things the whole world needs. 

Each of these enterprises opens new mar- 
kets and new avenues to greater wealth for 
every inhabitant of the south. Tobacco, furni- 
ture, iron and steel, paper and boxboard add 
their wealth to the widening stream. 

The world of industry is today recognizing, 
more and more, the many advantages pos- 
sessed by the south. Great as today’s develop- 
ment is, it is but the beginning of an era when 
the whole world will demand southern goods 
and pay tribute through the rivers of world 
commerce to southern enterprise. 

Two things must yet be done to clear the 
road ahead. The discriminatory rail freight 
rates which place unjust handicap upon south- 
ern manufacturers must be adjusted, and the 
undistributed profits tax, strangling plans for 
industrial expansion in every line of activity, 


. Must be removed. 


Then, with the last shackle removed, the 
south will outdistance every competitor and 


take her destined place as the industria] center 
of the world. 


BOTH CAN LEARN 

The reciprocal arrangement between the 
Mexican government and the Georgia Highway 
Department whereby two young Mexican engi- 
neers are now here familiarizing themselves 
with the road building and highway admin- 
istration methods in this state, and under 
which two Georgia highway engineers will en- 
joy similar experiences in Mexico, should re- 
sult in great benefit to both parties. 

The experiences of the Georgia Highway De- 
partment, its failures and its successes, will 


‘provide a valuable object lesson to the Mexican 


engineers to help them in the broad program 
of highway building now under way in their 
native land. 

Conversely Georgia can undoubtedly learn 
much from the experiences of Mexico in thfs 
activity. 

The day is coming when the motorist will 
be able to roll in comfort on perfect roads from 
the northernmost regions of North America to 
the tip of Cape Horn in South America. Al- 
ready there is an excellent highway, in un- 
broken stretch, from Alaska to a point south of 
Mexico City, and only a few links remain un- 
finished to complete a road from Cape Horn 
to Caracas. 

The interchange of highway engineers is 
symbolic in that it foretells the time when all 
the nations of the two Americas will know each 
other so well and their peoples will travel so 
freely over their neighbors’ roads that they will 
work together for the good of all as closely as 
the 48 commonwealths of the United States 
work together today.

THE POWER OF MONEY 
(From the Detroit Free Press.) 

The intricacies of international exchange defy 
the lay mind to comprehend them and seem, at 
times, to baffle even financial experts. 

The United States, Great Britain and France 
together have four-fifths of all the monetary gold 
in the world at their command. 

And yet Great Britain and the United States 
are indefinitely off the gold standard, and France 
has now suspended gold payment, as a means of 
checking the flight of the franc during the fiscal 
debate in the French parliament. 

With all this gold to play with, these three 
great industrial and trading countries should be 
able, one would think, to stabilize their currencies 
on a gold basis and keep them there. 

The principal obstacle to such stabilization 
seems to be the discinclination of each govern- 
ment to be the first to announce a fixed gold 
value for its pound, dollar or franc, as the case 
may be, which it can and will defend against all 
demands for further devaluation. 

They are all afraid that if any one of them 
does this its competitors will proceed immediately 
to fix their monetary units in terms of gold, at 
values which will give them an advantage in 
world markets. 

Other obstacles have political ofigins. 

The trouble in which the franc now finds it- 
self, for example, traces directly back to the cost- 
ly reforms forced upon France by the Commu- 
nist-Socialist Popular Front, at a time when the 
treasury was already strained by the necessity of 


financing a huge armament program. 


And if France’s financial difficulties should 
lead to inflation and widespread distress among 
the French people, there is the possibility of civil 
disorder, which might be an invitation to other 
powers to attack France, and thus precipitate an- 
other European war. 

The love of money has been said to be the 
root of all evil. 

The mismanagement of it within nations and 
among nations is a fruitful. cause of distress and 
disaster, 


Behind Washington Headlines 


FAMILY ROW WASHINGTON, July 11—A very unpleasant 
family row is about to spoil the peace and tran- 
quility of the good neighborhood. 

Puerto Rico is the “unhappy family” now being threatened with 
having a slice of its income cut off. This possibility might be dis- 
counted if it weren’t for the fact it is being so carefully concealed. 

The violent disturbances in the island have given businessmen 
the jitters. Officials deny that politics is to blame and say that 
the only trouble is with the needle industry (you’ve seen those 
beautiful Puerto Rican handkerchiefs) and this is due to the mini- 
mum wage law for women. The law isn’t new, but it was consid- 
ered unconstitutional until the supreme court, during its last ses- 
sion, upheld the Washington state minimum wage statute. Now 
the labor commissioner of Puerto Rico has been served with an in- 
junction against enforcement of the island’s law. 

Some supposedly hard-headed businessmen take a different view 
of the matfer. They have had their economists down there, look- 
ing at the stormy little island through a microscope, and they say 
that the soil is getting unhealthy for American dollars. Some, at 
least, of these dollars are about to be kept at home. 

The Puerto Rican ruckus has been cavalierly written off by 
casualt observers as political growing pains. But the situation, ac- 
cording to private investigations of at least one large interested 
commercial eoncern, is a good deal worse than advertised. 


MOVES SUGGESTED While the government realizes the se- 
rlousness of the general situation, there 
is a sharp conflict of theories as to what should be done. 

Two possible courses have been suggested by unofficial observers 
on the spot. One is to replace Governor Blanton Winship, and thus 
indicate a change to a less “repressive” policy that might be reas- 
suring to the disgruntled political elements. The other is to have 
a sweeping investigation by an impartial commission and devise a 
program in accordance with its findings. 

An even more radical move has been suggested, which would 
mean the removal of Dr, Ernest.Gruening, director of territories and 
insular possessions in the Department of Interior, as well. 

Something will have to be done soon. 

According to the disturbed businessmen, that won’t be soon 
enough. 

The main trouble in Puerto Rico comes from a small but highly 
pyrotechnical group of nationalists who, of late, have scrambled 
their ballots and bullets. (The insular chief of police and several 
other officers have been shot, a judge fired at. A number of local 
politicians have been sentenced to the penitentiary in Atlanta for 
conspiracy against the United States government.) 

A great hue and cry has been raised against Governor Winship 
by one element of natives. Another group blames Washington. One 
talks about the repression of civil liberties (a charge reiterated by 
Arthur Garfield Hayes, who headed an investigating commission of 
the Civil Liberties Union). Another begs for a stronger hand. 


Governor Winship, who is also a general, is called too militaristic.

Hamilton Fish Accused 
Political Tactics at the 
“Ultimate Low.”

Technical NEW YORK CITY, 
. . July 11—Ham Fish’s 
Violation jawing over Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s unselfish services to 
charity is politics at the ultimate 
low. It may be a technical vio- 
lation of some obscure’ treasury 
ruling for Mr. A. to engage to do 
something for Mr. B. If he will 
pay a fixed sum of money to char- 
ity C—and then for Mr. A. not to 
pay income tax on what charity 
C receives. But the evil in any 
tax evasion is that the evader 
makes something for himself by 
not paying in taxes as much as 
he ought to pay. Nothing of this 
sort is charged-against Mrs. Roose- 
velt. She made the nominal sum 
of $10 out of the broadcasting for 
which a charity received $3,000 a 
week. An agent and a lawyer got 
a commission and a.fee out of 
which they presumably paid the 
proper tax. 


I have not checked this and it 
may be wrong, ut I believe that 
if the charity in question had 
made the deal directly with the 
broadcasting company, it being a 
non-profit institution, even this 
highly technical question would 
not have risen at all. 

Why did Mr. Fish raise it? Ob- 
viously in the hope that, by at- 
tempting to throw discredit on 
Mrs. Roosevelt, some of it would 
spatter over on the President him- 
self—the “discredit” being an un- 
compensated service to holy char- 
ity. It seems incredible. The kind 
of politics that would do that 
would violate a tomb, outrage a 
nursery or defile the precincts of a 
sanctuary to make votes.

Origin of the Bible. 


From another reader of The 


Constitution comes the request to 
say something of the origin of. the 
Bible. This is-something that real- 
ly surpasses the limits and scope 
of a newspaper column. The dates, 
that is to say the periods in which 
the various books of that collec- 
tion were written, are still a sub- 
ject of critical debate. Not much 
of it was written until the fifth 
and sixth century before Christ. 
There were, no doubt, some an- 
cient chronicles on which the writ- 
ers of the Bible-book based them- 
selves and which served them as 
guidance. In fact two distinct tra- 
ditions, diametrically opposed as 
to the conception of God, became 
confusingly interwoven in the Pen- 
tatuech. For instance one simply 
supposes the Jehovah-cult to go 
back to the creation of the world, 
whiie another shows us the Israel- 
itic nomads asking Moses for the 
name of the Deity, who had sent 
him. 7 

The Book of Job definitely re- 
jects the belief of a life hereafter, 
while elsewhere there are refer- 
ences to spirits of the righteous 
being gathered in an estate of 
blessedness. There is a constant 
change and evolution in the con- 
ception of God. The Hebrews, of 
all the peoples of antiquity, are the 
only group which ever corrected 
its God. From jealous, tribal, war- 
like Yahve, he grew into the god 
of one land, who was nevertheless 
but one, although the greatest 
amongst the many gods worship- 
ped in ancient Palestine. Later he 
absorbed all the nobler qualities 
of the rival baalim and _ the 
prophets elevated him to the one 
supreme principle of guidance for 
all mankind. 

The Bible is a Hebrew book, the 
product of the Jewish spirit. In 
a general way, it may be said to 
contain Israel’s conception of the 
growth of a vision of humanity. 
The New Testament is a set of

apologetic transcripts, probably 
the 
Aramaic, designed to further the 
propagation of the Christ-cult.

F.D.R. 1S EXPECTED 
10 AIR FARM VIEWS 


‘Ever Normal Granary’ and 
Crop Controls Have Been 
Advocated. 


WASHINGTON, July 11—(P)— 
President Roosevelt may send to 
Capitol Hill tomorrow a letter dis- 
closing his views on farm legisla- 
tion, informed legislators said to- 


day. 

Although the contents of the 
letters have not been made pub- 
lic, Secretary Wallace has advo- 
cated an “ever normal granary” 
and accompanying crop controls. 

The government, under this pro- 
posal, would make loans on farm 
surpluses stored in bumper years 
for use in lean years. If the stored 
surpluses became so huge as to 
depress farm prices, strict crop 
controls would go into effect. 


Three Other Bills. 


Thus far the furious debate over 
the court bill has seemed to block 
action on this farm measure. Three 
other administration bills already 
have been enacted, however: 

1, Extension of the present Soil 
Conservation Act, with its benefit 
payments of $500,000,000 a year, 
until 1942. 

2. Broadening of the federal 
marketing act which permits 
farmers to control marketing of 
crops. 

3. Appropriation of more than 
$1,000,000,000 for federal agencies 
that aid the farmer. 

Two other farm measures have 
almost finished the legislative 
journey. 

Tenancy Program. 


1. A modified tenancy papggram 
for covering farm renters, share- 
croppers and other landless agra- 
rians into owner-operators. 

2. A federal crop insurance pro- 
gram, starting with wheat in 1938. 
Farmers would pay premiums in 
commodities and receive indemni- 
ties in the same form when they 
suffered losses. 

Congress has O. K.’d a measure 
to continue low-interest rates on 
farm loans made by the Farm 
Credit Administration. The leg- 
islators acted despite protests of 
the FAC head, Governor Myers, 
and President Roosevelt.

ed contracts with steel companies, 
called a strike May 26. 

The Governor termed the nine- 
point agreement made by Youngs- 
town and the CIO a “memoran- 
dum of understanding.” 

Similar Agreements. 

The agreement was similar, with 
one exception, to an agreement 
made by the Inland Steel Com- 
pany and the CIO with the Gov- 
ernor two weeks ago, permitting 
12,500 men in the Calumet area 
to return to their jobs. 

The Governor explained that the 
agreements would be in effect 
pending hearings before the Na- 


tional Labor Relations Board. The’ 


board has been asked to decide 
whether signed contracts are 
necessary under the National La- 
bor Act. 

The Governor said the points of 
the agreements are as follows: 

“1—It (the company) is in full 
accord with the provisions of the 
National Labor Relations Act. 

“2—The company will meet and 
negotiate with the Steel Workers’ 
Organizing Committee, or its rep- 
resentatives, for the purpose of 
collective bargaining in behalf of 
the members of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers of North America who 
are employed by the company. 

“3—Maintenance of a wage rate 
in keeping with wages paid in 
the industry in the district where 
the company operates. 

“4-Fight-hour day and 40-hour 
week, with time and a half for 
overtime. 

Vacations With Pay. 

“5—Vacations with pay for em- 
ployes of over five years’ service 
with the company. In view of the 
loss of wages due to cessation of 
work during 1937, the company 
will permit its employes to elect 
to receive the vacation pay instead 
of taking actual vacations this 
year. 

“6—Promotion of safety and 
health. 

“7—-The company will not dis- 
any employes 
because of membership in any la- 
bor organization. 

“8__-The company recognizes the 
principle of seniority. 

“9—Grievances will be negoti- 
ated and settled with employes 
through any labor organization to 
which they may belong or repre- 
sentatives of such organization.” 


FRED WETMORE 
RESIGNS AS PRESIDENT

Members of the local Aluminum 
Workers’ Union voted “almost 
unanimously” tonight to end their 
strike and return to work tomor- 
row morning in the fabricating 
mill of the Aluminum Company 
of America.

After taking one or more long 
flights, the queen chooses the 
place where she will make her 
home. Then she rubs or bites off 
her wings and settles down. She 
knows there will be no more need 
for wings. Her task from that 
day onward is to lay eggs, and to 
do anything else which may be 
needed for the welfare of her col- 


ony. 
Certain oblong, light-colored ob- 
jects often are called “ant eggs, 


are “cocoons,” and we could guess 
they were not eggs from the fact 
that they are larger than ants. The 
true eggs are tiny white “specks. 
They are licked by the queen 
mother or by the workers, and it 
has been observed that they grow 
in size during the weeks before 
they hatch. 

The eggs hatch into “larvae, 
worm-like creatures which look 
something like small grub worms. 
The larvae have no legs, and 
would be helpless unless fed by 
the queen mother or the workers. 

Later the larvae turn into 
“nymphs” which look almost like 
ants except that they are white 


against their bodies. In many ant 


but they are not really eggs. They | 


and their legs are folded closely | 


also move cocoons to put them in 
warmer places. 

Some nymphs can bite or break 
their way out of their silken cov- 
erings. Others could not get out 
if adult ants did not bite through 
the cover. 

After her flight, the queen 
sometimes returns to her old nest. 
Then she does not have to worry 
about anything except laying eggs. 
The workers feed the larvae and 
care for the nymphs. 

In a beehive, the queen is not 
willing to have any other queen 
around the place. Young queens 
must get out of the way or risk 
being stung to death. Often, how- 
ever, a young queen flies away 
safely with a swarm of worker 
bees. 

In an ants’ nest, there may be 
several queens, all laying eggs and 
alk getting along very well with 
one another. 

Ants are full grown when they 
come from the cocoons. The males 
and the queens have their wings 
at that time. 

Male ants are short lived, and 
seldom live longer than three or 
four weeks. The workers, on the 
other hand, often live six or seven 
years. Careful study of queens has 
proved that they sometimes live 
from 15 to 17 years.

HONOLULU, July 11.—(P— 
The American freighter Golden 
Bear lost one crew member but 
by heroic measures rescued 750 
persons from imminent disaster 
when two great volcanic eruptions 
destroyed the town of Rabaul, 
New Britain, New Guinea, May 29. 

Captain E. M. Olsen, of the 
Golden Bear, described the cata- 
clysm and rescue upon arrival to- 
day of the Matson Line freighter. 

Risking envelopment of his ship 
and all hands in the lava flow, 
Olsen said his men made their 
way ashore to lead 750 persons, 
mostly women and .children, out 
of the doomed city. 

Victor A. Costner, the Golden 
Bear’s radio man, disappeared, Ol- 
sen said, as crew members groped 
their way ashore in pitch dark- 
ness, through downpours of vol- 
canic ashes and pumice. 

Olsen said more than 250 per- 
sons perished under the searing 
lava. He said hundreds of others 
would have perished had they not 
received warning and a chance to 
escape on the Golden Bear. Other 
accounts of the disaster had esti- 
mated the dead at 500. 

At 4 p. m., May 29, a submarine 
crater on Volcano island, in the 
harbor area, “burst wide open 
with a tremendous roar,” Olsen 
said. 

“The lava and steam drifted 
over to the mainland.” 

During the night most of the 
Rabaul population moved to near- 
by Nondup. 

Using its two lifeboats and a 
work boat, the Golden Bear took 
the refugees to Kokopo, 15 miles 
distant. 

“Rabaul received the full force 
of this downpour of ashes and 
pumice.

I wonder how many people seeing ‘‘Wee Willie Winkie” will get 
the main lesson from it. It took a little child’s faith and logic to 
bring a dangerous tribal chief in India to an understanding with 
his ancient enemy, “the soldier of the queen.” .

Dr. F. G. Bene- 
dict made an accurate measure- 
ment of the energy expended in 
mental activity, with surprising 
results. In a mental arithmetic 
test, an example of which was the 
multiplication of 73 by 47, with 
problem after problem in rapid 
succession, the energy expenditure 
increased only 3 per cent. 

The executive’ who concentrates 
on a different problem for an hour 
uses no more calories than the of- 
fice girl in dusting his desk for 
ffve minutes. As Dr. Benedict 
points out, the extra calories need- 
ed for one hour of intense mental 
work would be met by-eating one 
oyster cracker, or one-half of a 
Salted peanut. 

But add strain to mental work 
and the picture is changed. It is 
no longer possible to estimate the 
exact energy expenditure, but we 
do know that under severe strain 
the output of energy will be in- 
creased from 10 to 20 per cent. 
‘This explains why, in similar sed- 
entary occupations, the placid in- 
dividual is apt to be fat and the 
nervous individual to be thin.

THE UNDER-PAR PATIENT

These 
earlier cases, occurring not only 
in the south but everywhere in 
the United States and Canada, 
would kave a better chance of 
being recognized as nutritional de- 
ficiencies, moderate vitamin de- 
ficiencies, if the vague symptoms 
were called simple “run down con- 
dition” or “under-par” or poor 
health. Not by the old timers, but 
by the younger physician who is 
getting a better training in the 
diagnosis of nutritional disorders. 

Probably the most frequent de- 
ficiency in the country today is 
vitamin B deficiency. It is true, 
however, that the condition of the 
nails and the tongue indicated by 
the correspondent is more spe- 
cifically due to prolonged mod- 
erate deficiency in vitamins G 
and D. 

In any circumstance it is ex- 
tremely difficult to get an opti- 
mal or adequate daily ration of 
vitamins B, G and D in food as 
food is available today. As for D, 
the only sources at all adequate 
are fish oils, and few persons can 
tolerate fish liver oil as “steady 
diet.” In another talk we'll en- 
deavor to show why the majority 
of people get insufficient vitamin 
B to maintain anything like fair 


health.

NEW YORK, July 11—(?)— 
Clipping two-tenths of a second 
off the world record for a half- 
mile, Elroy Robinson, lanky Olym- 
pic Club star from San Francisco, 
today stole the show from an im- 
posing array of national track and 
field champions at the _ second 
world labor athletic carnival on 
Randall’s island. 

With Pittsburgh’s long John 
Woodruff, conqueror of Robinson 
in the National A. A. U. meet a 
week ago, electing to stretch his 
lanky legs over the mile, Robin- 
son went out and reeled off the 
880 yards in 1:49.6. The _ time 
erased from the books the inter- 
national mark of 1:49.8 established 
by another Californian, Ben East- 
man, in the Princeton invitation 
meet June 16, 1934. 

Robinson took the track at the 
start of the race and never was 
headed although pushed all the 
way by Howard Borck, former 
Manhattan ace running for the 
69th Regiment A. A. of New York. 
The west coast ace, second by 
three yards to Woodruff in the 
nationals, passed the quarter-mile > 
post in 53.5 seconds with Borck 
right at his heels. 

BORCK THREATENS. 

Coming into the final lap, Borck 
stepped up the tempo and for a 
few yards threatened to pass Rob- 
inson. The Californian had some- 
thing in reserve, however, and 
pulled away in the stretch to win 
by five yards. 

Robinson’s performance, wit- 
nessed by a sweltering crowd of 
10,000, was easily the high spot 
of the meet that saw six national 
champions come through in their 
specialties. 

Forrest Towns, beaten only 
once in two years and that by 
Allan Tolmich, of Wayne Uni- 
versity in the nationals cham- 
pionships, also got revenge, 
beating the A. A. U. titleholder 
in the 120-yard hurdles.
